= =. SS Hereas Roger North Eſquier , with divers others of Our 
N Q * J& Y £1 Subiects , as Aduenturersfoz the intended Plantation andſetling 
* Pe of Trade and Commerce in thoſe parts ofthe Continent of Ame- 
ricaneare and about the Riner of Amazones (Which were pzeſup- 


Chꝛiſtian Pꝛinte 02 State) hath ſecretly conneyed himſelfe away , 
and hath diſlopallp pꝛetipitated and imbarqued himſlelfe, andhis fel- 
lowes, and ſodainly ſet to Sea with a pzetended purpoſe to pꝛoſe⸗ 
ctite that def igne, contrary to Our Ropal pleaſure and Commandement exrpzefly ſignified vnto 
him by one of Our paincipall Secretaries, Our Admirall of England hauing allo refuſedhim 
leaue to go: uge then haning out of weightie conſiderations, #reaſon of State, # vpon the de- 
liberate aduiſe of Our Pꝛiuy⸗Countell reſolued to ſuſpend and reſtraine the ſaidPlantation 8 
voyage foꝛ a time, and hauing therevpon ſtreightly charged & commanded him the ſaid North 
vpon his duty xaleageance, that hee and his Alloctates ſhould ſoꝛ a while ſurceaſe their Pzout- 
ſions,and ſhould ſtay themſelues and their Shipping, which they had already pzepared,vntill 
Our further pleaſure ſhould be made knoWwen vnto them. 

wee haute therefoze held it fit hereby to make a publique Declaration of Our vtter miſlike 
and diſauowement of this their raſh , vndutiful and inſolent attempt; and do hereby re- 
noke , annihilate and diſanull all Power, Authozttie , turifdiction , oz Commiſſion whatſo- 
euer, which he the ſaid North, oꝛ any of his Complices may pꝛetend in anyſozt to derine & hold 
from oꝛ bnder Us; and do hereby charge aſwell him the ſaid Nortb, as all his Companions 
and followers , immediately vpon the firſt notice that ſhall be ginen him oz them of this 
Our pleaſure , that they ſhall make their ſpeedie returne directly home, with all their ſhip- 
ping and munitions into this Our Kingdome of England, aſſoone as the windes and weather 
ſhall permit them; and being heere arrtued ſhall foozthwith pꝛelent themlelues in perſon vn-

to ſome of Our Pꝛiuie Councel, vnder paine of being heereby declared guiltie of high ton⸗ 
tempt and rebellion, incaſe they ſhall diſobey this Our expꝛeſſe tommandement. 

And wee doe further heereby ſtrattly require and charge aſwell the Gouernours, as all 
other the Partenoꝛs and Aduenturers, any wayes concerned, oꝛ intereſted as members of 
the Companie and Intoꝛpoꝛation intended foꝛ that Plantation, as all other Merchants, Cap⸗ 
taines, Maſters, æx Oficers, of Ships, Saploꝛs Marrinoꝛs, and all other our louing ſubiects 
whatſocuer, that they ſhall in no ſoꝛt ayd oz abette, noꝛ tomfoꝛt him the ſaid North, noz any of 
his Complices with any ſupply of ſhipping, men, money, munition, bictuals, merchandiſe, oz 
othercommodittes oz neteſſaries whatſoeuer : but thataſwell all and euery Our Admirals, 
Uite⸗Admirals, and other Hur Officers and Commandersof Our Ships, oꝛ Pinnates, as 
all other Captaines and Maſters of any of Our ſubietts ſhips and veſſels whatſoeuer, that 
ſhall happen to meete with him the ſaide North, 02 any of his Company at ſea, oꝛ in any Har: 
bour, Poꝛt, oz Creeke whereſoeuer , ſhall in Our Name attach, letze, andſummon him, 
oꝛ them, and their ſhipping, to returne immediately home, and ſhall foozthwith bzing them 
backe to ſome of Our Pozts of this Pur Kingdome , and there commit them and their 
Ships to the charge of ſuch Our ©fficers, as it ſhall reſpectinely appertaine vnto, vntill 
wWee(hauing reteiued infoꝛmation oftheir ſuch returne, which wee will expect from Our ſaid 
Ocfficers ,. who ſhall ſo ſtand incharged with them) ſhall gine further ozder concerning 
them, aſwell their perſons as their Chipping and munitions. wherein wee doe expꝛeſly 
charge and command aſwell him the lald North, and all his Company, Abetto2s,x+ Adherents, 
and all the reſt of that Company and Pncozpozation intended, as all and euery other Our 
Officers by Land oz Sea, and all other Captaines, Maſters. and Marriners in any of 
Our lubietts ſhips, # all other Our louing ſubietts whatſoeuer,faithfully,ddigently, and tare⸗ 
fully to obſerne, doe, andperfozme in their ſcucrall qualities and places, that which note haue 
heereby required of them, attoꝛding to enery of their duties, charges, and imployments, 
bpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure and indignation, and as they will anſwere the con- 
trarie at their vttermoſt perill, 


Giuen at Our Manour of Greenwich this fifteenth day of May, in the eighteenth 


yeere of Our Reigne of Great Britaine, France and Ireland.
